In twenty-six
cases the charge is failure ti equip
buildings three stories or more In
height, with proper lire escapes. In
the remaining cases the charge Is
failure to conform with sanitary laws.
The ofliclal report indicates that the
evidence to he prnduc«-ii in court was
secured by agents of the State Labor
Department, working with or without
the assistance of the local police, under
the direction of Deputy Clinedinst. The
eases have been set for trial before
Mayor Wooding next Tuesday and will
be prosecuted be Deputy C'llnedinst.

The
trio then went to the Iroquois Hotel,
in Buffalo, and from there to a club
near Niagara Palls.

Following instructions. Wilson laid
the entire amount on one card, and
ten seconds later it was gone. The
two men then took him outside and
told hint that he had not followed the
game as he was told, and to get mora
money.
Wilson came back to Richmond and

returned to Niagara Palls with $0,000
more. This money went the same way.

history, John Marshall Night High School
began Its sessions last night, when
classes were organized for the yoar.

The session opened with a meeting |In the auditorium of the school, and it

was not large enough to accommodate
the crowd. Bvery seat on the main
tloor and in the balcony was filled,while the aisles and windows were
blocked to such an extent that policebad to clear them to me^t the lire
regulations. Several hundred persons
were unable to gain admittance to the
hall.
Professor XV. Ijocker, who Is againat the head of the night school, openedtho meeting with an address after the

big assemblage bad sung "America,"
under the leadership of Professor Wal¬
ler C. Mercer. He told of tho bright
prospects of the school, and of the
work to be taken up during tho com¬
ing session.

,,.m? night school will run for a term
of six and one-half months, with three
sessions each week. Bach night there
will be throe class periods of forty min¬
utes each, and special and vocational
classes will be provided in addition to
the j-flgular academic courses.

l-.ast year the total enrollment was
nearly 1,700. but that number will be
exceeded this year, lit spite of the fact
that the age limit for entrance has
been raised from twelve to fourteen
years.
